Dear Chairman Stein;

The United llluminating Company (“UI” or the “Company”) provides the following proposal regarding
the logistics for the September 11, 2014 Connecticut Siting Council field review of the Company’s
proposed fuel cell and solar photovoltaic facilities (the “Field Review”).

Ul proposes that the Council and interested members of the public meet in in the proposed fuel cell
and interconnect location. Please use 10 Barnum Dyke, Bridgeport, CT 06604 for directions. Parking
is available along the northern fence line of the access road off of Barnum Dyke. Parking attendants
will be available to direct the Council and interested members of the public to parking locations. If the
access road parking becomes full, overflow parking will be available at the Seaside Park bath house
and members of the Bridgeport Police Department will ensure safe travels from the overflow location
to the fuel cell. The Council can walk to the location of the fuel cell and then the Company suggests
that the field visit continue via a path to the northeast limit of the property upon which the Company
proposes to locate the solar photovoltaic facility. Council members wishing to view the full limits of
the proposed solar facilities will be able to access the top of the landfill via a footpath that will be
mowed prior to the Field Review. In the interest of safety, no open-toed shoes, sandals, high heels,
etc. should be worn. Additionally, the Company will mark the corners of the solar facility with stakes.
The location of the parking area, fuel cell, and solar facilities are depicted on Exhibit I.
